Three chislers sacked in almost 
half a centu ry can’t compete for 
interest with cu t-rate mink, home 
freezers, free Florida plane trips. 
From the scandals, now ex plod­ 
ing, it’s easy to get the impression 
all gov ernment ^jnploy es carry 
bu shel baskets, waiting for hand­ 
ou ts. 
The impression isn’t any more 
tru e than try ing to generalize bv 
say ing all people are good or ail 
people are bad. 
And the opposite side of the 
pictu re comes from Charles \V. 
Crawford, head of the food and 
dru g administration. 
As gov ernment agencies go, it’s 
small. It doesn’t make headlines 
often. 
It has abou t 
1,000 employ es 
scattered among 16 field offices 
arou nd the cou ntry and the main 
office in Washington. 
All come from the gov ernment’s 
civ il serv ice rolls. None is a poli­ 
tical appointee. 
The agency ’s job is to enforce 
laws requ iring foods, dru gs and 
cosmetics to be pu re, safe and 
honestly labeled. 
In the past y ear it has started 
more than 360 criminal actions 
against offenders and seized more 
than 1,400 items of bad goods. 
The following story comes from 
Crawford who didn’t ju st step u p 
with it, say ing “what a good little 
boy am I.” He was asked for it. 
Since the agency was fou nded in 
1906 only three men had to be 
fired for crookedness. 
From the beginning the agency 
has had a tradition that none of 
its employ es cou ld accept gifts 
or fav ors of any kind from any 
person 
or organization 
in 
the 
dru g-food-cosmetic field. 
Fu rther, lest it shou ld create an 
embairassing sisu ation, the em­ 
ploy es are not to accept lu nch 
from any one in that field. 
Each new employ e is told what’s 
ex pected of him. And on being 
hired by the agency , ev ery one has 
to get rid of any interest he may 
hav e in the food-dru g-cosmetic 
field. 
For ex ample: If he has stock 
in a can company in which food is 
distribu ted, he mu st sell his stock. 
Crawford, who joined the agency 
in 1917 , said he thinks this policy , 
which he inherited from his pre­ 
decessors, has paid off. 
“The people in the indu strv ^ re­ 
spect u s,” he said.
